Sunday Decent Service 

IN addition to the two talks announced for each 
Sunday afternoon, the Museum has arranged 
for another form of Docenl Service for those who 
may wish for a more intimate acquaintance with 
the Museum collections. 

At 2.30, 3.15, and 4 o'clock on each Sunday 
afternoon a Docent will meet groups of four or 
five persons at the Huntington Avenue entrance 
and will guide them about the galleries. This 
guidance is free and open to all, and the services 
of the Docent for any one of these hours may be 
secured beforehand for a group by arrangement 
with the doorkeeper. 



Subscriptions to the Museum 

A subscription of ten dollars or upwards entitles 
the subscriber to an annual ticket (transferable) 
admitting four persons. To subscribers of more than 
ten dollars a transferable ticket for each ten dollars 
subscribed is sent on request. Annual Subscribers 
receive also invitations to all general receptions and 
private views held at the Museum during the year, 
with copies of the Annual Report and of the 
bi-monthly Bulletin of the Museum.

Admission 

THE Museum is open every day in the year 
excepting the Fourth of July, Thanksgiving, 
and Christmas ; on week days from 9 to 5 (Sat- 
urdays to 6) ; (November 1 to March 1 , 9 to 4) ; 
Sundays, I to 6. Admission is free on every 
Saturday and Sunday and on public holidays. On 
other days the entrance fee is twenty-five cents. 
Children under fourteen years of age are not 
admitted unless accompanied by an adult. 

Free tickets are granted to artists, designers, 
teachers, and students presenting proper credentials 
at the office of the Administration. Enter from 
the Crypt on the ground floor. 

Permits to copy or photograph objects in the 
collections may be obtained at the office of the 
Administration. Copying or photographing is not 
in general allowed on Saturdays, Sundays, or legal 
holidays. 

Restaurant 

THE Restaurant in the basement of the Jap- 
anese wing, reached by the corridor to the left 
firom the main entrance, is open to visitors from 
noon until the closing hour except on Sunday. 
A hot lunch is served from noon to 2 P. M.
